We are all wearing green todax— |
whether our names begin With “Ale’
or end with “ski'—for St. Patrick, Ire-

land's patron, hag been adopted by the
world.

1t's the one day In the year when one
foesn't have to look at the calendar or
the newspaper heading to learn the date.
On the trolley cars, along the sidewnlks,
in the stores and offices, the shamrocks
and green ribbons procinim that this ls
the 17th of March—S¢*. Patrick's Day.

As on other St. Patrick’s Days, there
nre many celebrations scheduled. There
were bigger crowds than usuil—even
for Lent—at the masses this morning
in Catholfe churcher. Archbishop Dough-
erty pontificated at St. Patriclds Church,
Twentleth and Locust streets, at a sol-
smn  mass honor of the patronal
tenst,

This evening there will be dinners,
#ances and entertalnments. The somber
mpirit of the Lenten season abates & hit
annually on the 17th of March, St Pal-
rliek’s Day 18 “ou! of Leni"—to n good
Irlshman, anyway.

Judge MeMichnel to Prealde

Judga McMichael will preside at the
Ainner and be tonstmaster, Silent toasts
will be drunk to the immortal memorles
of St. Patrick and George Washington,
as has long been the custom, There will
be other toasts—io the United States, to
Ireland, to Pennsylvania and to Phila-
delphla.

This will be the 148th annual dinner
of the Friendly Sons, which Is one of
the oldest organizationsa in the land. It
goes back to 1771, and Its yearly ban-
quets, always held on the night of St
Patrick's Day, have been noted for gen-
erations as brilliant gatherings of men
of affairs.

The organization Is nonsectarian,
though the Catholic saint of Ireland's
golden age!is its patron and namesake,
The first purpose of the soclety, back
in Colonlal days, was to aid poor Irish
Immigrants In Philadelphin, Generals
of the Revolution and fathers of the
voung Republic were among its ecarly
members and guests,. The long roll of
ita membership Includes such men as
Robert Morris, financler of the Revolu-
tlon: “Mad Anthony" Wayne Commo-
dore "Jack” Barry and Generals Hand
and Knox.

Chauncey Oleott, the Irish singing
netor. who Is staying at the Ritz-Carl-
ton in this elty, has written an appre-
viatlon of this feast day of Ireland's
chief saint and patron. Here {8 what
(*hauncey has to say:

‘““There 18 no natlonal hollday mors
warthy of universal celebration than St,
Patrick’'s Day, The world owes an In-
oaleculnble debt to the apostle of Ireland.
The benefits resulting from his works

swionaries and tenchers who left the
schoola founded by him and went abroad
over the most of Continental Europes,
we cap- trace the origin of the culture

These wonderful men brought with them
a profound acholarship and skill in the
nrita of writing, music and sculpture,
a8 well as the llght of Christian civillza-
tion. Wherever they settled, there learn-
Ing thrived and. their monasterles he-
came the universities of the Middle Ages,
from which other teachers and scholars
went forth to enlighten the world.

Can't Compule Death

“What the world owes, directly or in-
directly, to 8t, Patrick it would be im-
posalble to compute. All we oan say
{s, that he was the fountain head from
which the streams of cuiture began,
those streams which we have seen flood-
ing the world with music and literature,

“Shortly after St. Patrick's arrival in
Ireland in_ 432 A, D., schools began to
spring up in various paris of the coun-
try. The need of a college was seen
Jater, and In 460 St. Patrick founded the
very famous school of Armagh, the
mother of all the great colleges of lre-
land. A century later we find flourish-
ing the wonder{ul schools of Clonfert,
Clonmacnois, Bangor, Lismore, Glen-
dalough, Ross and Cork, Bo great be-
came their reputation for scholarahip
that princes and nobles from all parts
of Europe began to go there for an edu-
eatlon. The venerable Bede iells us of
the crowd of Anglo-Saxons who flocked
to these schools. Among these students
were Aldfrid, Prince of Northumbrim,
afterward king, and Wilibrord, a Saxon
noble, later bishop of Utrechi.

“It may be of intereat to remark that
none of the data from which T have
taken this story came from an Irish
source, The principal facts I have found
in the writing of Helnrich Zimmer, a
professor in the University of Lelpsic,
and the rest In works by De Jubainville,
